Which I had not Ready at hand laft time thou 
made’ft fuch a Geofe of me, ior faying, That there 
is n0 A-bitrary Power in England: So that I had 
not a Word to fay for felf, For tho’ I have 
taken all my Principles out of Lock,t do not always 
Remember his Reafons. But now I’m Ready for 
thee, aud Have ar thee. He comes upon this point, 
in his Tio Treatifes, Book 2, chop. xi. p. 353. Where 
he Treats Of the Fatent of the Leg: flative Power. And 
faysihus, p- 355. Though the Legiflative, wherber 
in ene o- more, be the Supreme Power in every Com 
monwealth , yet it is not, nor can Poffibly be Abjo- 


lurely Arbiti ary over the Lives and Fortunes of thé ° 


People. For it being but the Joint Power of Every 
Member of the Society given up to that Perjong 
or Affembly which is Legiflacor , it can be no more 
than thofe Perfons had in a State of Natur’, belore 

y enter’d into Society, and Gave it up to the Come 
munity. For no Bodycan Transfer to Anoi ev more 
Power than he has sn himfelf; And no Bovy bas at 
Abfolute Aibitrary Power over himfelf, or over any 
other to deftroy bis own Life, or take away the Life 
or Property of another, A Man, as has been pow’ i, 
cannot Subjett himfelf vo the. Arbitrary Power of Ano. 
ther, ; 

Country-m. And, as I have fully prov’d to thee 
before, The Legiflaive Power, wherever it is 
Plac’d, in any fort of Gove:nment, is, and . mutt 
be Arbitrary aud Abjolute, and it is J -p-fible to ve 


otherwife. Aad every Man fees it, in a) Govern- 
ments upon the face of the Earth. The Leg /larize is 
not Bound to its own Laws, but may Repeat chera 
at Pleafure. Aud before Repeal, may Di/penfé 
withthem,and Lesp over them, and Aét Con- 
trary tothem. May Deny the Liberty of Aubeas 
Corpas,and keep Men in Nmgate, all the Days 
of their Life, without either Trya/, or Bail, 
May take a Man’s Life by Act. of Attainder, where 
the ordinary Courfe of the Laws cou’d not 
Reach him,in fhort, may do what they will, and 
make what they will tobe Lam. For their Wid 
is the Law. 


Therefore, if as Mr. Lock fays, and fays he 


has Prov’d it, Ne Aan can Subject himfelj to che 
Arbitrary Power of Another, no Man can SubjeB 
himéelf to any Government, of what Sort or Sifé 
fo ever. Nor can there be fuch a thingas ves 
verament Kept up in the World. et
